For a loug time past it has been the 


desire of tho Printer:,' International 
Union to provide a borne for tho sick 
and needy of their eiaft who, on ac- 
count of their infirmities, are not able 
to provide for themselves. Printers are 
proverbially generous with their money 
and always respond to appeals for aid. 
Their 
generous natures 
frequently 


cause them to be without the means of 
supporting themselves when sickness 
visits them. 


Some two or three years ago a fund 


for the erection of a home for the print- 
ers of the United States and Canada 
was started by a donation of §10,000, 
one-half of which was contrbutod by 
George 
Washington 
Childs. 
Since 


then the International Union has taken 
charge of the matter, and has been col- 
lecting from the different unions and ad- 
ding to the fund, wliieh now amounts to 
something like 830,000. It was thought 
desirable to establish the home in some 
place where the air and surroundings 
were favorable, and when the citizens of 
Colorado Springs offered 
the 
union 


ground on which to locate its home, the 
offer was gratefully accepted. Plans for 
the home have just been submitted by 
the architects, and it is thought that 
work will bo beguu on the building early 
next yeiir. 


The plans of tho building, as sub- 


mitted, are voiy complete, and will 
doubtless be accepted with few modifi- 
cations. The building will be iu tho 
Renaissance stylo, and will be at the 
same tirno substantial and beautiful. 
It will bo four stories in height, with an 
imposing entrance and towers at each 
side, surrounded bj wide verandahs. 
Tho cost of tho building when com- 
pleted, with the exception of the steam 
plant, will be about $50,000. Of this 
sum the greater part is already provided 
for by the union. 


Printers are elated over the success 


which has attended their efforts to pro- 
vide a home for their sick and infirm. 
There is little doubt that the home will 
shelter a large number of printers. As 
soon as one of the inmates shows that 
he has improved iu health by tho rest 
allowed him he will be discharged from 
tho homo and a place of employment 
will be found for him if ho has none, 
and some other sick printer will be 
taken iu his stead. Tho management of 
the institution will be in charge of tho 
International Union, which will provide 
for tho expenditures attendant upon 
maintaining it.

•which is such a drawing card at fairs or 
out-door celebrations as the balloon 
ascension. 
The phenomenal feat of as- 


ceuding to the dizzy height of several 
thousand feet and making a parachute 
descent has no parallel for exciting and 
perilous features. Such an exhibition 
was witnessed at the Labor day celebra- 
tion last Monday, when Louis Earl, a 
mere youth, was the hero of the feat. It 
was the crowning feature of the day. 
Words fail utterly in expressing the 
beauty of the terrible drop, which could 
only be appreciated by being seen. 
At 


2 o'clock the furnace was started and 
the huge canvas was steadily inflated 
until it began to iill out into its 
monstrous size. 
The crowd pressed 


eagerly forward, increasing as the bal- 
loon grew larger. 
At 4 o'clock the 


pulleys were made ready for quick re- 
lease. All oyes were expectantly wait- 
ing for the courageous young aeronaut. 
After a few more seconds Louis Earl 
made his appearance, took his position 
on the bar and at the words "let 'ergo," 
the monster air bhot upward like

A rocket, amid the cheers of 10,000spec- 
tators. Lonis, by ffay of answer, waved 
his hand and was heard to say, "good 
bye, everybody." 
Higher and higher 


rose the air ship, bearing far below it 
the intrepid aeronaut, who performed 
rapid and graceful evolutions upon the 
bar as he ascended. 
At a height of 


what must have been 2,200 feet the bal- 
loon seemed iu vibrate like a thing of 
life, then suddenly dart into a new cur- 
rent. The young aeronaut appeared no 
larger than a man's hand. The balloon 
was now iu the cold air current. Know- 
ing the upper current would soon cause 
the balloon to descend, Manager Kyder 
signalled to tiiose below that the boy 
was about to make the parachute leap. 
A pistol shot was the signal for the boy 
to prepare, and the multitude held 
their breaths in suspense. 
A second 


shot rang through the air, the signal for 
the drop, 


Like that from some huge furnace. 
Soon it is empty and the beautiful 
thing of life which it seemed, is trans 
formed into a limp, black rog, and 
comes swiftly toward the earth. 
Again 


all eyes returned to the daring young 
aeronaut, now rapidly descending; but 
a few feet more and he came down on a 
housetop, and losing his hold, he fell to 
the ground, about twenty-five feet, but 
was not injured. 
He 
landed one- 


quarter of a mile from the starting point 
and the balloon fell a mile and a quarter 
from the grounds of the celebration. 
Thus closed a successful exhibition and 
the young sky-larker was congratulated 
on all sides for his successful trip, as 
was Manager Ityder, who had the affair 
in charge. 
The young hero has added 


another laurel to his brief experience as 
an aeronaut. 


The first successful ascension in a 


balloon was made in 1873, in France, 
by Pelatre DeEosier, a young natural- 
ist, and the Marquis D'Arlando, who 
ascended to the height of 3,000 fe,3t. 
Subsequently DsRosier was killed in 
an attempt to cross the English chan- 
nel in a balloon inflated with hot air. 
The parachute was first used in descent 
in 1802 and the second attempt to use it 
resulted in the death of the hazardous 
aeronaut. The danger of ballooning 
has scarcely been lessoned during the 
past hundred years, and not a season 
passes but what some aerial voyager 
meets death in his attempts to navigate 
the air.

PREVEHHONOF STRIKES, 


How the Grievances of Men are 


Heard--AVlieu a Strike Can 


be Authorized. 


But few people have a clear idea of 


what the grand council of Federated 
Labor Employes is, or how it deals with 
the questions affecting employes. This 
council is the one upon which the eyes 
of the world were turned at Terre Haute 
ten days ago. 
Everybody seems to 


think that it is an all-powerful council 
of some sort, with authority to order a 
strike at any moment without having 
made an effort to adjust the grievances 
of the men by other means. This is a 
mistaken idea. 


Col. 
J. B. Maynard, who is editor of 


the Firemen's Journal, and who is cred- 
ited with having written for the council 
the address sent out from Terre Haute, 
sajs the council's paramount duty is" to 
prevent strikes and not to order them. 
Said he to a reporter of the Indianapolis 
News: 


"There are now four railroadmen's 


organizations represented in the coun- 
cil. 
They are the switchmen's organiz- 


ations, the firemen, the trainmen, and 
one of the conductors' organizations, the 
Brotherhood of Conductors. 
Each one 


of these great organizations has three 
members of this council. 
Now what is 


the council for? On each system of 
roads each railroadman's organization 
has what is known as its grievance com- 
mittee. Suppose the switchmen are dis- 
satisfied with their wages, or something 
else. They lay their grievances before 
the committee on their division, and if 
the committee believes the grievances 
are just it waits upon the proper official 
and 
lays 
the 
grievances of 
the 


men 
before him. If 
he doesn't 


rectify 
the 
trouble, 
the 
super" 


ior officers 
of the road are waited 


upon and relief asked. In case there is 
a refusal all along the line to do any- 
thing for the men, the grand master of 
the council of the federation is notified. 
He then goes over the same ground that 
the grievance committee has, and uses 
every means in his power to have the 
differences settled amicably by arbitra- 
tion. In case his efforts are futile a 
meeting of the council is called and the 
matter referred to it. If all efforts to 
arbitrate are fruitless the council can

not come to terms within a certain time 
a strike of the men on the road in the 
four organizations represented in the 
federation will be ordered. You thera- 
fore see that the council is organized for 
the purpose of preventing strikes. It 
can not order a strike until every means 
to secure a peaceable adjustment of dif- 
ferences has been resorted to." 


It is expected that by another year 


the Order of Railway Conductors will 
have joined the Federation, and the lo- 
comotive engineers, it is thought, will 
eventually come in. It is conceded that 
when all the railroad men's organiza- 
tions get into the Federation it will be 
the most powerful labor organization in 
existence. If such a federation is per- 
fected, as railroad men hope to see, it 
wilfbe possible to "tie up" completely 
any road that will not consent of arbi- 
tration.
